SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff School 
District : 

I herewith submit my sixteenth annual report as 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The total enrollment in Blue School last year was 22. 
The average membership was 19.9 and the percent of 
attendance was 91.81. There were 13 pupils attended 
Lisbon Elementary School and 15 attended Lisbon High 
School. 

The enrollment in Blue School at the present time 
is 24. ‘T'welve pupils are attending Lisbon Elementary 
School, 14 attending Lisbon High School. Three elemen- 
tary pupils are enrolled at Haverhill Elementary School. 

Under the Foster Child law Landaff pays tuition for 
three elementary pupils enrolled at Haverhill Elementary 
School and receives tuition for one high school pupil from 
the town of Bethlehem. 

The Lisbon tuition rates have been established at 
$225 for elementary school pupils and $325 for secondary 
school pupils next year. Even though these rates are 
somewhat lower than rates in nearby schools, they still 
represent a sizeable figure in our budget. 

Since the tragic school fire in Chicago we are taking 
a new look at the fire hazards in our own school. Emer- 
gency exits should be provided. The School Board has 
this step under consideration as well as several other meas- 
ures to be taken so that Blue School will pass fire inspection 
and protect the children. . 

Last year’s attendance record shows the effect of the 
serious flu epidemic. There were no children with perfect 
attendance. Aside from this the attendance was quite good. 

We are indebted to Mrs. Hildah Bedard for her pains- 
taking efforts and thorough instructional methods with the 
children at Blue School. The pupils are well grounded in 
fundamentals. Whenever I visit the school I find them 
attentive and interested in their studies. The building is 
neat, clean and well cared for. Mr. Tewksbury may well 
be proud of his work as janitor. 

The School Board meets regularly each month and 
is vitally interested in the education and welfare of every 
child. I wish to thank each officer of the School District 
and all members of the community for their help and 
cooperation towards a successful school year.
